LEGAL TERMINOLOGY. 
Chief Justice Taft of the United States Su­ 
preme Court has been urging the legal profession 
‘again to simplify its terminology.

theme of his, and in his present position he appre­ 
ciates all the more the desirability of eliminating 
the superfluous verbiage that usually clutters up 
legal documents. 
Hi» predecessor, Chief Justice White, had the 
same attjtude, though he seldom said much about 
it, contenting himself far the mort part with ex­ 
emplifying brevity and terseness in his own prac­ 
tice. After his death he was found to have dis­ 
posed of all his earthly possessions in about 50 
words, as follows: 
“This is my last will. I give, bequeath 
and devise to my wife Leita M. White, 
in 
complete and perfect ownership all my rights 
and property erf every kind and nature, wheth­ 
er real, personal or mixed, wherever situated, 
appointing her executrix of my estate, with­ 
out, bond, and giving her seizin 
This has been praised as a model of accuracy, 
clarity and brevity. So it is. Yet an editor, ac­ 
customed to wielding a blue pencil, is impelled to 
point out that even the foremost member of the 
American bench and bar could not entirely forego 
the techinca! repetitions of his profession. Why 
say the same thing three times, in “give, bequeath 
and devise,” and the same thing twice, in “com­ 
plete and perfect” ? And why amplify “all my 
rights and property” by the ensuing dozen words 
of needless detail J 
A newspaper copy reader, 
instructed to “cut to the bone” this particular bit 
of copy, would probably make it read: 
“This is my last will. I bequeath to my wife, 
Leita M. White, aH my rights and property, ap­ 
pointing her executrix of my estate, without bond, 
and giving her seizin thereof.”

probably serve the purpose as \gell as a thousand
